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The Examiner has objected to the drawings as failing to show the "double piston" as 
claimed. Responsive thereto the Examiner's attention is directed to Page 4 of the specification, in 
which the paragraph commencing at line 3 identifies that the piston 25' is preferably a double 
piston. The drawings present the piston in the form of a double piston. Accordingly, that 
paragraph has been amended to clarify that the piston shown is a double piston. This clarifying 
reference to the drawing adds no new matter. 

The Examiner has also objected to the disclosure, identifying certain misspellings and 
improper character references. Applicant has amended the specification at the places identified 
by the Examiner to correct such informalities. In addition, claim 1 has been corrected to address 
the objection thereto. 

Claims 1 and 13 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph for being 
indefinite. Responsive thereto, claim 1 has been amended to set forth that the clamping unit is 
located in front of one of the at least one opening. Claim 13 has been amended to reference 
claim 12, rather than claim 1, thus providing appropriate antecedent basis for the second clamping 
unit. 

Claim 1 has been rejected as anticipated by either Haugen, et al '274 or Stange '310. 
Claims 2-13 have been found to embrace allowable subject matter. Responsive to the rejection, 
Applicant has amended claim 1 to include therein the limitations previously set forth in claim 2. 
Claim 2 has now been cancelled. Accordingly, all of claims 1-13 should be found allowable. 

New independent claim 14 presents the subject matter of original claims 1 and 12, without 
inclusion of the subject matter of claim 2. As claim 12 (directly dependent on claim 1) was found 
to be of allowable scope, its incorporation with the subject matter of claim 1 makes new claim 14 
allowable. 
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Similarly, as the subject matter of original claim 3, directly dependent on claim 1 , was 
found to be of allowable scope, new independent claim 15 presents that combination of elements. 
Claims 16-21 add further elements to that combination, and thus are similarly allowable. 



With the cancellation of claim 2, the present application comprises a total of 3 independent 
claims and 20 claims in total. Accordingly, no additional claim fees are required. 

Withdrawal of all objections and rejections, and passage to allowance of all claims is
